Tlie result of Hie general Dominion elections held on October 29 is not % 
good thing for Cunndu. It creates a new Houwe'of Commons in which one 
poll!leal group commands a majority and consequently a situation Is brought 
about where it is Impossible to have a strong Government able to carry Its 
policies into effect and give the country effective and efficient administration. 

A majority of tho constituencies rejected the policies of the King Gov- 
< rnmciit, hut, while disapproval of tin* Government and its policies was tiius 
recorded, neither did a majority of tin* constituencies express approval and 
» \t**nd support to the leadership and pollclbs of the Conservative Opposition, 
in an ever, more emphatic way the country as a whole rejected the Progres¬ 
sive Party. 

A condition or “stalemate,” a deadlock, ensues, which apparently It will 
require another appeal to the electorate to break. In other words, for tho 
time being at least, there must be a “marking of time,’’ a period of drifting, 
which is an extremely bad thing for any country, and especially so for a young 
country like Canada with a number of serious national problems demanding 
vigorous and constructive action. 

Comment by “the man in the street” is, of course, largely colored by his 
par.y affiliations but all too frequently’an amazing ignorance of the constitu¬ 
tional position of affairs is disclosed. Without in any way touching on the

Giant Trets Being Destroyed 


Hundreds In England Fall When Roots 
Are Consumed By Underground 
Peat Fires 

Hugo trees totter and eventually 
fall at Wodnolme Dale, Cumberland, 
England, often without warning. Many 
giants of tho forest, with trunks over 
four feet in diameter, ara numbered 
among the hundreds of trees which 
have fallen.

Higher Than 1924 and the Five-Year 
Average But Less Than In 1923 

Tho cstimnted production of wheat 
in 31 countries of the world this year 
totals 2,831,547,000 buslnls. This is 
199,756,000 bushels more than tho pro¬ 
duction of 1924 in these countries, and 
it is 144,110,000 bushels greater than 
the average annual production for the 
five years 1919 to 1923. These figures 
are complied by the Dominion bureau 
of statistics from olllcial data. 

For the same 31 countries, the pro¬ 
duction of wheat in the abundant year. 
1923, was 2,998,977,000; so that while 
tho production of 1925 Is superior to 
that of 1924, and ulso to that of the 
five-year uverage. It is less by 
161.430,000 buthcls than the 1923 crop. 
Tho figures include all the important 
wheat-producing countries of tho 
northern hemisphere, excepting the 
Soviet republics. A number of small¬ 
er countries have not yet reported, but 
their total wheat production would not 
exceed 83 million bushels. 


Interested Parents Can Do More For

Manitoba totalling 4,435.200 pounds.

Value of Substitutes for Green Feed In 
■'•Poultry Feeding 

Daring the winter months, when It 
Is sometimes difficult to got suitable 
green feed for poultry, certain sub¬ 
stitutes may bo used. In order to 
test the relatlvo values of clover 
leaves, sweet clover meal, alfalfa meal 
and tomato pulp for this purposn an 
experiment was conducted In 1923-24 
by the Dominion poultry husbandman 
at the Ottawa experimental farm.

Steel To Combat Grasshopper Pest In 

Mexico 

Upon a BUggestlon made by the 
American chamber of 


commerce of 
Mexico, a large order for steel sheets 
has been placed with a United Slates 
Bteel company to bo used In combat¬ 
ting the grasshopper plague devastat¬ 
ing sections of Southern Mexico. 

Tho method to be employed Is to 
build barriers across the line of march 
of the grasshoppers, before they reach 
the flying stage of their development, 
against which the grasshoppers will 
pile. Then they aro to bo raked back 
by watchmen into pits, after which 
they are to be sacked and sold as poul¬ 
try feed. 

The method outlined above has been 
extensively used In the Argentine re¬ 
public whore 33,000,000 pounds of 
grasshoppers each year aro destroyed.

Factory In England Built Btfors

An old encampment, so old that his¬ 
tory has no record of when it was 
built, has Just been presented to tho 
British nation.

Absolutely No Connection 


Eye-Teeth and Eyes Ar« Served by 
Different Set of Nerves 

Eye-teeth and eyes have absolutely 
no direct connection, the former only 
getting their name from tho fact that 
they llo nearest the eyes. The eye¬ 
teeth and the eyes are served by en¬ 
tirely distinct sets of nerves, but from 
the nearness of the teeth nerves to 
the eye ncjves, it may occasionally 
happen that inflammation or poisoning 
of the teeth nerves after an extraction, 
may affect their neighbors, tho eye 
nerves, and so set up a temporary af¬ 
fection of the eyes. Such cases, how¬ 
ever, occur »ery rarely, and are mere¬ 
ly of passing duration. Where peo¬ 
ple assert that permanent eye troublo 
dated from tho time their eye-teeth 
were extracted, the fact is lhat at the 
same age at which tho teeth needed 
extraction, tho eyes began to fall 
through the ordinary itrocesses of na¬ 
ture.

Wants Dominions’ Status Defined 


\ Iscount Burnham, owner of Tho 
Dally Telegraph and president of the 
Imperial 1 V_*fs Conference, address¬ 
ing a gathering in London, touched on 
the question of tho effect of the 
Locarno security pact on tho domin¬ 
ions. 

Lord Burnham said nobody had 
yet defined the matter as to what 
would be tho International status of 
the self-governing dominions if Great 
Britain were Involved in war. Would 
the dominions, he asked, supply arms 
and ammunitions to an enemy, and 
would their harbors bo •open to enemy 
ships? On tho other hand, would the 
enemy respect their neutrality? 

If these questions were unsettled, 
Lord Burnham declared, he would 
not be satisfied that everything was 
well with the empire in connection 
with the Locarno pact. 

Lord Burnham, at tho outset of his 
address, said that before long it 
would bo impossible for any of the 
dominions to rem&in ignorant of the 
trend of imperial policies.
